The prospects for relief are also to be considered and the committee 
is to advise whether legislation woald relieve the situation. .

A landm ark of early days west of 
Orange has just been torn down, and 
with its destruction stories of pioneer 
doings thai clustered about the old- 
time adobe have been revived. 
The building was an old adobe on 
W est Chapman street, about a third 
of a mile east of the bridge, upon a 
ranch now owned by Eugene Sever­ 
ance. 
The old adobe was once the ranch 
house of tile Rodriguez family, and 
many were the barbecues and horse 
races that were hold there. 
As were 
many of the old-time Spanish homes, 
so was this the center of social life. 
The adobe was the home of the 
Rodriguez family in 1873 when T. J. 
Lockhart, now of Los Angeles, broth­ 
er-in-law of C. E. Parker of Santa Ana 
and J. E. Parker of Orange, bought 
1350 acres front Rodriguez for $6 an 
aorp. 
The P arker family settled on what 
is now the southeast corner of Main 
and Chapman. 
"W hen we arrv o d ." said J. E. Par-] 
ker. "this old house was on the Ixts 
Angeles-San Diego stage road. Which 
cut acrose country, crossing the Santa 
Ana river about half a 
mile 
above 
where the Chapman street bridge now 
is. 
To the east, this road came about 
where the house long occupied by M. 
V. Adams and his fatti ly, now occu­ 
pied by William Kenyon and family, is 
located. 
Old-Time Race Track 
"The Spanish people had a race 
track cleared off alongside of this 
stage road. 
It was a half-mile track 
that ran from the Rord guez adobe to 
just about where the Adams house 
was built. 
The Adams place was the 
first place at Orange set to oranges. 
It was set out by Harris, who sold it 
to Evans, and Evans sold it to Adams 
in ISYS. 
“I hey used to 
have many a hot 
horse race on that half-mile track. 
The Sp inish-Californians would gath­ 
er there from far and 
near. 
The 
Yorbas and the Sepulvedas and all of 
them would camp tl.ere. The big treat 
in the way ot eats was sugar. 
They 
would get a barrel of sugar, which was 
a great luxury in those days, 
and 
they would never quit while the sugar 
lasted. 
They’d put sugar into beans 
until I don’t see how they could eat 
them. 
Sugar, beans and jerky made 
up the main eatables at those occa­ 
sions. 
"By the way. Morrow, who lives up 
at Villa Park, drove » stage on that 
old stage road along in 1867. 
"All of the boys got the race horse 
fever, and boys those days had to have 
a horse and 
run 
races 
and trade 
horses. 
Cheap? 
My 
brother 
Clar­ 
ence bought a horse from Rodriguez 
for fifty cents. 
He w asn’t as good a 
horse as Clarence, who was then just 
a boy, wanted. He took the horse back 
to Rodriguez and traded him and two- 
hits to boot, and got a much better 
horse.” 
"The adobe was a good structure 
when we arrived in 1K73," said C. E. 
Parker at the Orange County Title Co. 
today. 
"I don’t know how long it 
had been bu'lt. but it had evidently 
been up a long while. Joining on to 
the rear of the house was an adobe 
wall that covered about an acre to 
the back of it. 
In that corral they had 
some Powers growing, and a well, and 
in it they kept their horses when they 
were not out on the range.” 
Lockhart occupied 
tile 
house 
for 
a while, then sold that portion of his 
ranch to G. W. Vance, who lived there 
m any year*. 
Vance sold the place to 
Peter McOue, who also 
lived 
there 
many years.

Westminster Man and Wife 
Experience High Water and 
See Monster Waves 


W ESTM IN STER , 
Sept. 
26.— In a 
letter to hom e folks here, Roy Byram, 
who with his wife is in Galveston, at 
the State University, described some 
of his experiences during the recent 
heavy storm there. 
While Galveston 
was not in the cen ter of tile storm, 
yet, in the street back of w here they 
live the w ater was waist deep on the 
m orning of the 14th when the storm 
was ut its height. 
T housands of people left the city 
and the man in whose house they live 
went to stay with relatives, leaving 
them with instructions to move tilings 
up stairs when the w ater came 
into 
tile yard. 
Roy 
looked out about 4 
o'clock in Ute morning and seeing tile 
yard full of water, he put on shoes 
and old clothes and moved the cow- 
feed ap above the garage and then 
they started in tearing up carpets and 
moving furniture up stairs, by the 
light of 
a 
lantern 
as 
the 
electric 
lights were out of commission at. that 
time. 
In the m orning negroes were wading 
waist deep while some were in boats 
in the street back of their residence. 
L ater t hey w ent to look at the sea 
wail, and Roy writes: 
“W hen we got down to the beach 
we were greeted by the sight of our 
lives. 
As far out as we were able to 
see great w aves were running, their 
tops even with the top of the sea wall, 
and when they cam e to the wail they 
would shoot up 25 or HO feet or more 
and tile wind would carry the spray 
like shot back over the 
wail 
to the 
distance of a block or so. 
“You could lie down on the wind, 
which, they say, was blowing an 80- 
mile 
gale. 
In 
places 
great 
stones 
were being hurled over the wall and 
Ute boulevard was strew n with rocks 
some as large as half 
a m an’s body. 
Of course we got wet, but we had on 
our oldest clothes, and it seemed we 
m et nearly every one we knew. 
"I tried to take some pictures but 
doubt lf they a re any good. 
W hen 
we got back we found the w ater had 
begun to 
go down 
some. 
In some 
places we 
had to 
wade above 
our 
knees, but th at was not until we got 
within two or three blocks 
of 
our 
house. 
By noon tile w ater was out of 
our yard.

whose long experience in prison su­ 
pervision qualifies him to speak ex­ 
pertly. 
Commenting u|R>n Warden Johns­ 
ton's assertion, the Pasadena Star- 
News says that one difficulty in im­ 
pressing such truths as this upon 
parents is, that they fail to take the 
urgings as applicable to them and to 
their boy. Parents, as a rule, let these 
appeals pass over them to rest with 
their neighbors. Mr. and Mrs. A are 
quite sure that their Johnnie is proof 
against vicious or criminal tendencies 
and that it must he Mr. and Mrs. B's 
Willie who needs attention And so it 
goes. But Mr. and Mrs. A s Johnnie 
may be headed straight for ruin, the 
victim of over-indulgent parents.

Need for More Rangers 


(From Redlands Facts) 
The tires now raging in the national forests in Southern Califor­ 
nia emphasize very strongly the need for more forest rangers. 
It is 
upon the over-vvorktd ranger that the duty falls of detecting fires ami 
extinguishing them, if possible. in their incipiency. That they are not 
able lo do their work well, ami that vast damage comes through a 
parsimonious police in giving one ranger the work that requires three, 
ij shown beyond all contradinction by the fires of this year. 
Although the mountains are now used by thousands where hut 
tens came in earlier years, all who are conversant with the situation 
know. 
The rush into the mountains by people from valleys and the 
cities, during the drv summer season, is not only large, but it is grow­ 
ing beyond all comprehension. 
Vet what has the government .done 
to safeguard the forests in the face of the added tire hazard caused 
by men not familiar with forest fire dangers passing through and liv­ 
ing in the forests, and consequently not careful about camp fires, or 
about handling their lighted smoking tobacco? 
Here is what the government has done in this immediate section: 
It has reduced the number of forest rangers in the upper Santa 
Ana watershed from two to one. It should have increased the number 
lo three, for the Santa Ana watershed is 25 miles bv fix and it is most 
mportant. lf a fire should start in it, under present conditions it could 
not be stopjR'd until it burned itself out. 
Hear \ alley has one ranger. 
Mill Creek canyon has one ranger. 
Three pitifully under-manned sections. O f course, our interest as I 
i community centers in them. 
The same situation exists elsewhere, of 
course. 
Approach the authorities and ask for more forest rangers and one 
is met by the statement that there is not money for adding to the force. 
Rut there is money to fight fires with, and the money spent this 
year in fighting fires would hire a dozen rangers—and the forests would 
have been saved. 
The matter is too important to be trilled with. 
The loss of a direct 
character is large; the indirect loss possible through die destruction of j 
watersheds is incalculable. 
The haets takes the liberty of suggesting to public bodies like our 
Chamber of Commerce, and to the Tri-Counties Reforestation Com­ 
fit tee, the necessity of urging the employment of more forest rangers.

Fight For Custody of Two

It is conceded 
'the solid tire equipped machines do 
the serious damage. 
The Riverside 
Press has the following on the point: 
The use of heavy trucks for the 
J transportation of all sorts of com­ 
modities and especially for the trans­ 
portation qf vegetables, fruit and live­ 
stock is growing by leaps and hounds 
No one can drive out along one of our 
pavtyl highways without rf'ali/.ing this 
Trucks and trailers transport small 
herds of cattle and big droves of pigs 
ito market and the canneries are large­ 
l y supplied with fruit that is hauled 
by 
trucks 
that 
carry 
tremendous 
(loads. 
It is dead certain that we shall 
have to regulate the size of the loads 
'carried and the type of tires used or 
else rebuild our paved roads.

of the problem is necessary.

University of Wisconsin is perhaps 
tho first to take the lead among edu­ 
cation institutions to aid the nation 
iii its fight against recurrence of the 
influenza epidemic this fall and win­ 
ter.

To equip tho women of the slate 
with the primary essentials of dis­ 
ease prevention and care of the sick, 
since a return of the “flu” is

course is offered on “Prevention of 
Disease and Home Care of the Sick.”

slogan in tho course 
is 
that 
"Somebody*’ in every home should 
know how to care for a person show­ 
ing the earliest symptoms of influ­ 
enza. A textbook of 3(H) pages is fur­ 
nished free with the course which is 
in charge*of a physician and a trained 
nurse. When twenty or more persons 
in one 
community
